NUERNBERG, Jan, 9.—(BUP)— 
Joachim von Ribbentrop in 1941 
promised Japan aid against the 
United States and urged Japan to! 
attack Russia, the war crimes 
tribunal was told today. 

The charge was made by Sir 
David Maxwell-Fyfe, British prose- 
cutor, who asserted the Nazi for- | 
eign minister told the Japanese am- 
bassador, Hiroshi Oshima that it} 
was essential “that Japan effect 
her new order in the east without 
losing this opportunity.” 

OSHIMA ASKED Ribbentrop in 
November, 1941, whether a German- 
American war was imminent, Max- 
well-Fyfe said, and the foreign min- 
ister replivd: 

“Roosevelt is a fanatic so it is 
impossible to tell what he will do”. 

One hour after Germany learned 
of the Pearl Harbor attack, Ribben- 
trop advised Oshima that the Ger- 
man navy had been ordered to at- 
tack American shipping—four days 
before the formal declaration of 
war. 

Ribbentrop was described as hav- 
ing drafted the laws for the occu- 
pation of Czechoslovakia and Hol- 
land and therefore responsible for 
the conduct of German administra- 
tors in the two countries.

The 86-page document, following 
Ontario's blunt rejection of federal 
financial proposals by three days, 
also outlined in detail the Saskat- 


chewan government's viewpoint 
and made a number of counter pro- 
posals including: 


1, Amendments to the British 
North America act affecting the 
fields of labor, treaty obligations 
and control of marketing. 

2. Program’ of municipal projects 
and development of natural re- 
sources, 

3. A 21-project public works pro- 
gram for Saskatchewan totalling 
almost $19,000,000. 

4. Power for Canada to amend 
her own constitution, * 

5. Cancellation of all provincial 
treasury bills in respect to relief 
and similar obligations of the pro- 
vinces, 

THE BRIEF EXPRESSED disap- 
pointment that the Sirois commiss- 
ion report had not been made the 
basis for discussion at the Domin- 
ion-provincial conference and that 
instead, financial support to the 
provinces in the form of subsidies 
based on population as shown in 
the 1941 census, had been proposed. 

This, the brief said, “represents 
an abandonment of the national out- 
look and a partial capitulation to 
sectionalism and provincialism”. 

The Saskatchewan government 
believed such a system would re- 
sult in an unequal standard of 
social services to the various prov- 
inces, 

“WE DO NOT LIKE the proposed 
“per capita” method of calculating 
subsidies to the provinces, although 
we are still prepared to yield ex- 
clusive jurisdiction to the dominion 
in respect to the three tax field 
mentioned in the proposals, provid- 
ing financial agreements for the 
provinces can be reached,” the 
brief said. 

“Although we would prefer the 
formula of the Sirois report to the 
present proposals of the Dominion, 
nevertheless we are prepared to 
accept the per capita subsidy—or 
some modification thereof—pro- 
vided two definite principles are 
likewise agreed to by the Dominion 
and the other provinces.” 

THE FIRST PRINCIPLE was 
recognition of the adjustment grant 
based on fiscal need as a supple- 
ment to the proposed per capita 
subsidy. The brief said the pro- 
posed Dominion subsidy would “not 
be sufficient to enable the province 
to provide educational and social 
services up to the Canadian average 
without resorting to taxation far 
more severe than the Canadian 
average based on capacity to pay.” 

Saskatchewan's government look- 
ed to “one type of subsidy for all 
the provinces calculated on the 
basis of fiscal need which will look 
to the maintenance of services in 
all the provinces in good years and 
in bad years, up to the Canadian 
average.” Each province within the 
field of its constitutional limita- 
tions and obligations, would have a 
choice as to the manner in which 
the subsidy should be spent. 

“WE FELT that we may reason- 
ably ‘be insistent regarding this 
adjustment grant,” the brief said. 
“And it may be added that we are 
prepared to prove that our present 
provincial and municipal tax bur- 
den is far heavier than the Can- 
adian average and that it is pér- 
haps the heaviest in Canada. 

“We do not relish the prospect 
of being compelled to continue a 
provincial consumer's tax, known in | 
Saskatchewan as the education tax, 
in order that our social services 
may come appreciably close to the | 
Canadian average.” | 

THE SECOND financial principle 
of the brief said the government 
felt it must insist on adequate pro- 
vision for the security of self-em- 
ployed such as Saskatchewan's 


195,000 farmers. It suggested this 
might take the form of a guaran- 
teed floor under the prices or some 
equivalent arrangement and a crop 
insurance scheme, or alternately, 
an extension of the present benefits 
of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. 

“If these two principles are en- 
dorsed, the province of Saskatche- 
wan is prepared to accept the 
Dominion proposals and enter into 
an agreement based thereon,” the 
brief said, adding: 

“That does not mean that we sub- 
scribe without reservation to all the 
other proposals. But we feel that) 
agreement can be reached on all

“THERE IS certainly no detail 
in the other proposals which should 
prove a serious stumbling block to 
the concluding of an amicable and 
progressive agreement. But we 
wish to emphasize that the prin- 
ciples put forward in this part “of 
the brief’ are deemed to be tunda-|

ALSO RECOMMENDED was the 
“fullest possible use of the Hud- 
son's Bay Railway as a means of 
reducing the cost of living in west- 
ern Canada and facilitating in- 
creased trade.” 

(The Canadian National Railways 
Hudson Bay line runs from Chur- 
chill, Man., southwestward and 
joins the main CNR line at York- 
ton, Sask.) 


The Saskatchewan government 
was prepared to co-operate to the 
limit with the Dominion's proposals 
for a public investment program in 
Canada and in the field of agricul- 
ture it recommended legislative 
action to provide a bulwark against 
falling prices and falling income re- 
sulting from the hazards of nature. 
The brief asked, too, that the wheat 
board be continued and that similar 
operations be extended to include 
other grains and livestock end its 
products, 


THE FEDERAL government 
should be given jurisdiction over 
marketing of cereal grains, live- 
stock and livestock products, the 
brief said. 

Saskatchewan welcomed’ Dom- 
inion proposals in the field of na- 
tional health and urged “full con- 
sideration of health proposals ir- 
respective of whether or not agree- 
ment is reached on the other 
federal projects. 

In the fields of social services 
and education the brief urged Dom- 
inion responsibility for such wel- 
fare services as family allowances, 
unemployment insurance and old 
age pensions, and a brief plan of 
federal assistance for educational 
purposes.

next March 31, three months 
earlier than previously re- 
ported, it was indicated by 
sources here last night. 

(AT ITTAWA there was no com- 
ment from army or air force head- 
quarters or the external affairs 
department). 

The army: occupation force — an 
outsize, reformed 3rd division 
under Maj.-Gen. Chris Vokes — is 
made up of about 25,000 officers 
and men. There are another 10,000 
men in the occupation RCAF, 

There now is reason to believe 
Field Marshal Montgomery's head- 
quarters have been told to prepare 
to replace the Canadians as re- 
patriation of the occupation force 
is scheduled to start March 31. 

THE DATE commonly mentioned 
hitherto for the withdrawal of the 
CAOF was June 30. 

A recent hint the occupation 
forces might came home this year 
was given Dec. 23 in a Christmas 
message from Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King. He said: 

“We are eagerly looking forward 
to welcoming in the new year those 
of your number who, at the close 
of the old year, may still be serv- 
ing in the army of occupation in 
Europe, or who may be on their 
way back to Canada from former 
theatres of war.” ‘ 

THERE ALSO HAD been other 
reports about the fate of the force. 
One was that it would be replaced 
by a force of brigade size this 
spring and a second that members 
of the Veterans Guard might be 
used overseas. 

There had been announcement 
from Ottawa indicating that mem- 
bers of the interim force, now being 
recruited, might be asked to do 
occupation force service along with 
low-score men.

More and more it is becoming evident 
that public criticism of the $2,000 tax-free 
salary hoist which the members of the 
House of Commons granted themselves at 
the last session of parliament is growing 
in intensity, and with the criticism is an 
awakening interest in all sections of the 
country on the question of Retiring Allow- 
ances or Old Age Pensions for all Cana- 
dians. The contrast of members already 
in receipt of a salary of $4,000 a year 
granting themselves an additional $2,000 
a year, tax free, and Old Age pensioners at 
70 trying to struggle through their declin- 
ing years on a pittance of, at best, $30 a 
month, is too glaring for even an apathetic 
public, and certainly for a public which is 
aroused and angry. 

Some years ago Hon. T. D. Pattullo, 
then premier of British Columbia, strongly 
advocated that all Canadians should be 
paid a retiring allowance irrespective of 
income. He argued that in those cases 
where the recipients did not require a pen- 
sion in order to give them a decent stand- 
ard of living, the Income Taxes would cer- 
tainly recover it for the crown, so that 
only those Canadians who actually re- 
quired this assistance would benefit by it. 
The great beauty of his plan was that 
there was no Means Test; there was not 
the slightest taint of charity; it was a 
right of all Canadians to receive this allow- 
ance on reaching retirement age. 

And it can be done, and should be done 
~—NOW. Not years hence, but this year. 
Fifty dollars a month at sixty years of age 
for all Canadians can be paid just as easily 
as the present inadequate dole at seventy, 
and it can be paid as a retiring allowance 
and not as an Old Age Pension, with bene- 
fit to all and a burden on none. 

The worst feature of the system now in 
vogue is that it penalizes the thrifty and 
hard-working. Why save for old age if it 
means that if by your own efforts you 
own a home and have a little put by for 
later years, you are debarréd from the 
benefits of Old Age Pensions? Why buy 
Victory bonds if their possession in later 
years means that you cannot qualify, 
under the present system, for an Old Age 
Pension? Why not spend everything you 
earn now, knowing that if you have noth- 
ing you can be the recipient of a pension, 
Why be penalized because you have been 
thrifty? 

The Pattullo plan would lift a load of 
anxiety from everyone’s shoulders. It 
would let every Canadian know that he or 
she has to work for all Canadians, affd let 
all Canadians know they would have a 
right to share in the product of that work 
—not as a dole, but as an earned right. 

And it would also provide thousands of 
returned men, now in the prime of life, 
with good jobs and a chance to make their 
own future, by making it possible for tens 
of thousands of 60-year-old workers to 
retire NOW and make room for younger 
men in all walks of life. 


Leave the Doors Open 


A committee of the Dominion Govern- 
ment is to hear representations from men 
engaged in industrial operations, on mat- 
ters affecting trade and tariffs, Mainly, 
it may be assumed, the committee wil 
hear arguments as to why tariffs affect- 
ing certain kinds of manufactured goods 
should not be reduced—or should even be 
raised. 

That has been the standing theme of 
industrialists who have appeared before 
other investigating bodies, There is no 
reason to suppose the manufacturers now 
intend to argue that the tariffs on their 
particular products should be cut down, 

Finance Minister Ilsley expressed doubt 
that these hearings should be open to the 
public. Discussion of tariff changes, he 
thought, might be “less frank” if carried 
on openly and reported in the newspapers, 
This 1s quite possible. But if the Minister 
thinks it likely, that is a strong reason 
why the discussing should not be done 
behind closed doors. If the industrialists 
have things to say which they do not want 
the public to hear, or if the committee 
members are inclined to listen to such 
representations, the purpose in appointing 
the committee is obscure. 

The tariff is a tax, though only part 
of the proceeds go into the public treasury. 
Where the rates are high enough to be 
protective, the treasury sometimes gets 
only the small change, and the bulk of the 
rale-off goes into the coffers of the pro- 
tec'ed industries. 

Fecause the tariff is a tax, the public 
have a right to know not only that the 
tax is imposed, but why it is imposed. A 
manufacturer who wants more protection, 
or who objects to his present protection 
being reduced, owes it to the public to 
show why he needs this concession, what 
he contributes to the general welfare in 
return, and also that he does not or will 
not abuse the concession by overcharging 
his customers, 

These are things which there should 
not be any hesitation about stating in pub- 
lic. In any case they are things which the 
publie have a right to know, and which the 
Government should not be a party to keep- 


tag from them. The committee should 
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therefore hold its hearings with the doors 
oy and the reporters present. To hear 
the representations in camera would 
arouse suspicion that the industrialists 
were asking for something they were not 
entitled to and that the ministers were 
minded to help them put it over, 


A Tribute to Canada 


The Moscow conference named Canada 
as one country which should have a seat on 
the atomic council, whether or not the 
Dominion has a seat also on the Security 
Council. 

No other country was given this prefer- 
ence. All the other members of the atomic 
control body will be such in virtue of 
their places on the Security Council. This 
distinction came to the Dominion because 
it is the major source of uranium, without 
which the energy of the atom cannot be 
released by any known method. 

But the conferees did not have to single 
Canada out for nomination on that ac- 
count. They were under no legal or other 
compulsion to do so. Under the Charter, 
which Canada has already endorsed, raw 
materials of all kinds are to be made avail- 
able to all nations. Even without that 
commitment, nothing could be less likely 
than that Canada would try to block in- 
ternational control of atomic energy—of 
which it is a joint-proposer—or hold back 
supplies of uranium for industrial uses. 

Nominating Canada to the control 
council was a graceful act on the part of 
the conference, which we should not fail 
to appreciate. It can be taken as recogni- 
tion of the part the Dominion played in 
the war, and of the eagerness of its gov- 
ernment and people to aid in banishing the 
new dread that has come to the world with 
the discovery of how to loose the force of 
disintegration.

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Future Success of Canada May Depend On— 
Dominion - Provincial Negotiations 


Reconstruction, Employment, Social Security and Social Services All Involved in 
Settlement by Conference of Questions Affecting Canada and All Nine Provinces

OTTAWA.—There is a surpris-, appeared sufficiently urgent to lead 


ingly general tendency to appraise 
the current dominion-provincial 
negotiations as relating to an ab- 
stract constitutional question, Many 


seem to think that the matter under 


discussion is no more than another 
dominion-provincial deal. 

So to think is wholly to mis- 
judge the problem. It may seem 
an extravagant statement, and yet 
it is not greatly over-colored, to 
say that the future success of this 
country depends upon the outcome 
of the negotiations. Failure would 
be a disaster. A makeshift settle- 
ment would be about as satisfactory 
as hay wire repairs to a broken- 
down automobile. Success would 
clear the path ahead. It would not, 
of course, mean roses all the way. 
But it would mean that this country 
could face the future and the prob- 
lems which time will bring with 
confidence. 

The collapse of the under-pinning 
of our federal system in the early 
1930's has never been repaired. The 
emergency which led to the Sirois 
commission deepened in the war; 
was met temporarily by wartime 
expedients; will become unbearable 
in post-war years unless adequately 
met. The Sirois commission was 
well aware of this: “If some adjust- 
ment of Canadian economic life 


to the appointment of the commis- 
sion in time of peace,” reads the re- 
port (1940), “how much more urgent 
is it in time of war? How much 
more urgent will it be in the critical 
transition from war to peace again?” 

Viewed from the national stand- 
point, the case for agreement falls 
naturally into two phases: first, the 
hard inescapable reality of the exist- 
ling situation; second the problems 
to be faced of reconstruction, em- 
ployment, social security and social 
services generally. In no possible 
way can either be evaded. 

While the Sirois commission basi- 
cally worked in the somewhat nar- 
row field of Dominion-provincial 
relations, its findings were specifi- 
cally related to larger considera- 
tions. This is evident in the text 
of the report page 109, where the 
advantages of concentrating in the 
hands of the Parliament of Canada 
the sole responsibility for deficit 
financing for special public works 
programs, for unemployment debt 
retirement in periods of prosperity, 
are noted, Every aspect of what is 
referred to as the theory of cyclical 
budgetting is set down in the re- 
port. 

But the commission could not 
possibly foresee the extent to which

Enlightened Management Knows Laborer Is— 


Worthy of His Hire 


But Labor, Consumer and Investor Have for Too Long Been 
Victims of Unscrupulous Financial Manipulators Who 
Must Be Eliminated From Operating Management 


By H. H. Stevens, former Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
in the Vancouver Province 


There is a dictum that conveys a 
simple, yet fundamental principle 
in labor-employer relations. The 
worker is entitled to a fair and 
equitable share in results of the 
combined factors that enter into 
cost of production and in profits re- 
sulting from production, 

This concept lies at the very root 
of modern dissatisfaction of organ- 
ized labor. The worker sees an 
element of injustice in the distribu- 
tion of results of combined efforts 
of labor, management and invested 
capital. His conviction is that too 
large a share goes in returns on 
capital investment, that the worker 
is given only that minimum which 
through organization he is able to 
extract. F 

As a result labor strives con- 
stantly for higher wages, shorter 
hours and improved conditions, 
Failing to gain these, he tends to 
slow down in production efforts. A 
bricklayer will lay only so many 
bricks in a day; a riveter will drive 
only a limited number of rivets; a 
machine tender will produce only 
a stated number of units, 

* * * 


OFTEN MANAGEMENT knows 
that the worker could do more with- 
out overstrain, and he finds that 
costs are up, which in many cases 
results in loss of markets. 

This sort of wrangling always 
results in hard feelings on both 
sides. The trouble is that neither 
party to the dispute is approaching 
the problem from a just or reason- 
able angle. 

Is there ground for the conviction 
that the worker is not getting, as a 
class, an equitable share of results 
of his labor? | believe there is con- 
siderable support for his point of 
view, but not to the extent that un- 
scruplous and radical labor leaders 
would have his followers believe 

There is nothing sinister about 
the term “capital” in its true sense. 
Workers are capitalists. They are 
today possessed of about a billion 
dollars in Victory Bonds—the most 
liquid form of credit we know, This 
could be used by them collectively, 
or in groups, to finance any under- 
taking they might choose. If so 
used, it is capital, Stockholders in 
an incorporated company use their 
Savings in this way, and when so 
used it is beneficial. 

The trouble arises when profess- 
tonal financiers 


others, to their own benefit. This 
practice is not wittingly condoned 
by the majority of bona fide oper- 
ating business men. 

* * 


IT 1S IMPOSSIBLE here to enter 
into lengthy analysis of corporate 
operations in Canada, but a report 
of a committee to Parliament a 
few years ago told a damning story. 
It reported an analysis of 131 con- 
solidations, which showed that only 
one out of the 131 lived up to its 
prospectus. It stated that 16 had 
failed; 48 showed deficits; 21 show- 
ed declining profits, and only 15 
showed consistently good earnings. 

Furthermore out of $292,000,000 
bonds and preferred shares sold, 
only about $10,000,000 carried voting 
rights. That is, the promoters re- 
served voting rights to a small 
amount of common stock. 

Obviously the quarrel of the 
worker is not with innumerable in- 
vestors who exercise no control 
over these corporations, but with 
the promoter. Nor is the quarrel 
with the technical staff who operate 
these plants. Operating manage- 
ment and workers have common 
cause, if they cou!d but see it, The 
nigger in the wood ‘le is invariably 
the financial promoter who controls 
voling power, 

The problem facing operating 
management is to earn enough to 
pay interest on bonds and. divi- 
dends on stock, all too frequently 
on watered stock, In his struggle 
to do this the responsible head finds 


it necessary to keep costs down. 
Only too often this is done by re- 
sisting demand for increased wages,

The report was written 
when peacetime Dominion expendi- 
tures, 1939, stood at $553 millious 
and revenues at $502 millions; when 
the first war vote of $118 millions 
had just been spent; when the fund- 
ed debt stood at $3.6 billions and 
the carrying charges thereon at 
$128 millions per year. People were 
still thinking in terms of the First 


Great War when our total war 
expenditures were less than $2 
billions. 


The hard reality of today is that 
in the current fiscal year the Dom- 
inion’s expenditures are estimated 
at $4,650 millions; revenues at $2,515 
millions. The funded debt, last 
March 31, stood at $13,934 millions 


| and the carrying charges were $351 


millions per year. The recent vic- 
tory loan has added greatly both to 
the total debt and the carrying 
charges. On March 31, next, the 
debt would be close to $16 billions 
and the carrying charges in excess 
of $400 millions, 

Expenditures on this vast scale, 
of course, will not continue but. 
when the emergency is over, the 
Dominion’s normal budget will be 


} not less than $1,750 millions or 
| more than three times that of 1939. 


Indeed, it is estimated by competent 
authorities that by 1950 it will have 
risen to about $2,000 millions and 
that debt service will devour at 
least $450 millions annually, It is 
unnecessary to itemize this budget. 
The outlay for civil government 
and debt service—just two items— 
will run up to $1,000 millions per 
year, 

Undoubtedly the post-war budget 
has been swollen by social security 
expenditures like family allowances 
($190 millions per year) and may 
well be increased by additional 
outlays on old age pensions and 
health. Whether or no these items 
are warranted, in view of the bur- 
dens already resting on the tax- 
payers, is not a factor in the present 
argument., This is so because if all 
such expenditures are ignored, put 
aside, the Dominion’s rock-bottom 
budget would still be so great 
as to require to be financed in 
such a manner as not to cripple 
the productive capacity of the 
country, And this will only be pos- 
sible if a satisfactory settlement 
of Dominion-provincial financial 
relations is achieved. 

This over-abbreviated summary 
illustrates what is meant by the 
reality of the present position, 

How is the Dominion to collect 
the taxes which will be required to 
finance the national budget? After 
all, Mr. Micawber's dictum holds as 
true of nations as of individuals. 
Consistently to spend more than 
you earn is indeed, the path to 
misery, If the Dominion is compel- 
led to rely for revenue upon in- 
direct, regressive taxes—like the 
sales tax, customs duties, excise 
taxes ete.,—the burden on business 
and on individuals will be intoler- 
able, The only way in which such 
vast needs can be met is by direct 
or progressive taxes—the income 
and corporation taxes and succes- 
sion duties, These taxes are based 
upon capacity to pay. They are taxes 
on profits accruing after the busi- 
ness has been done, not on busi- |

WASHINGTON.—Price admin- 
istration officials are badly worried 
as they look back over December 
retail sales and study the figures 
which measure how far the spirit 
of inflation has advanced. The 
Christmas shopping spree, appar- 
ently in all the larger cities of 
the U.S., was such that public of- 
ficials and newspapers referred to 
it as “shocking” while it was in pro- 
gress and pleaded for restraint. It 
was unprecedented in dollar quan- 
tity, poor quality of goods, extra- 
vagant prices and especially in the 
utter abandon of the shoppers, the | 
feverish fervor with which they got | 
rid of their money. 


Some sample prices: Standard $1 | 


to $2 items of costume jewelry sold 
for $10 to $15; silver handled shav- 
ing brushes went for $125; knitted 
woollen vests, said to be imported, 
of a type usually sold for' $4.50 to 
$7.50 in both Canada and the US., 
had a Christmas price tag of $40 
and sold freely; neckties at $15. And) 
so on through a tong list mostly of 
gaudy but shoddy goods. No dur- 
able items such as radios or wash- 
ing machines were available. 

It had been expected sales would 
drop this year because of mounting 
unemployment, strikes and an an- 
ticipated tendency to view the 
future with uncertainty.

Naive Siam 
UNITED KINGDOM 
INFORMATION OFFICE 


Before the war relations between 
the United Kingdom and Siam were 
very cordial, though in the year 
immediately preceding the war the 
rising Nationalist and Fascist ten- 
dency of the Pibul government gave 
cause for anxiety. Then in 1940 the 
Siamese government took the ini- 
tiative of urging the United King- 
dom government to conclude a pact 
of non-aggression with Siam. The 
United Kingdom government as- 
sented and a pact was signed on 
June 12, 1940, 

On January 28, 1942, seven weeks 
after Japan’s attack on the US., 
Siam declared war on Britain and 
followed this up by accepting the 
gift from Japan of four states in 
North Malaya and two Shan states 
in Burma. Siam also acquiesced in 
the Japanese maltreatment of Bri- 
tish nationals and the plunder of 
British property. 

Nevertheless, after Japan's defeat 
the Siamese government took upon 
itself to announce that Siain’s dec- 
Jaration of war on the United King- 
dom was illegal and consequently 
null and void. The Siamese claim 
was in fact, that Siam should not 
be treated as having been an enemy 
of Britain. 

It was, to say the least, a novel 
procedure in international relations 
for a country which had entered 
the war on the losing side to seek 
to avoid the consequences by a 
mere stroke of the pen,

They are undernourished on the 
present pension, By the time they 
pay, at the lowest, $12 a month for 
a room, which in many cases is not 
even heated, they have nothing left 
for the necessities , 

One pensioner told me that she 
could not visit her doctor twice a 
week as she had not the carfare. 
They have always been made to 
feel that they were taking charity, 
A friend of mine told me that when 
visited by a government represent- 
ative periodically she was put 
through such a barrage of questions 
that she felt physically ill, Before 
she lost her money she had paid 
taxes, 

Surely a government that ean 
afford to give the children of well- 
to-do parents $5 a month for each 
child, without making any compli- 
ment of it, could give old pension- 
ers at least enough to live on, The 
dependents’ allowance in many 
cases is not at all necessary, and is 
spent on luxuries, not necessities, 
Surely parents getting free educae 
tion for their children can afford to 
keep them without the aid of the 
government, Every other country 
but Canada makes proper provision 
for its old people.

In Agreement 
On Atom itom Plans 


LONDON, Jan, 9.—(CP) — Great 
Britain and the United States last 
night appeared to be in agreement 
that the basic secret of atomic 
energy must be safeguarded under 
proposed plans for the United Na- 
tions’ general assembly to control 
the atom bomb. 

JAMES F. BYRNES, United 
States secretary of state, said yes- 
terday he believed the issue of 
safeguarding the basic secrets of 
atomic energy would be settled 
satisfactorily. 

Ernest Bevin, British foreign 
secretary, said at a press confer- 
ence a “defence against the atomic 
bomb is the success of the United 
Nations Organization.” 

There was some American con- 
cern that the secrecy safeguards 
were jeopardized by the wording 
of a resolution, submitted to the 
United Natio n 8s, recommending 
establishment of a commission to 
deal with atomic energy. 

EXCEPTION WAS TAKEN to a 
recommendation that the commis- 
sion “shall proceed with the utmost 
dispatch and inquire into all phases 
of the problems.” 

However, Mr. Byrnes said the 
plan specifies all stages in dealing 
with the problem will be concur- 
rent with security. 

The British view is understood 
to be the same. 

Mr. Byrnes said that “whenever 
people have the same objective 
they never have trouble finding 
language to reach the objective.”

1 Employers are required to notify 
the National Employment 
Service of all vacancies in their 
establishments. 


Employers are required to 
report to their nearest National 
Employment Office all addi- 
tions to their staffs. 


Unemployed workers seeking 
employment are required to 
register with the National Em- 
ployment Office. 


A person terminating employ- 
ment, either employer or em- 
ployee, is required to give 
seven days’ notice. ' 


Advertising, by either employer or 
employee, is now entirely unrestricted. 


These few remaining requirements 
are the very minimum necessary to 
give the Local Employment Offices a 
reasonably complete picture of the 
manpower supply and demand to 
enable them to render efficient service 
to both Management and Labour.

May Be Held as 


War Criminals 


| 

The trials of Nazi war criminals 
for their responsibility for the start- 
ing of the Second Great War may 
result in the adoption of the prin- 
ciple of holding individuals, as 
well as nations responsible for their 
actions, and may be an extremely 
important development in the 
realm of international law, says 
Professor John P, Humphrey, Mon- 
treal, a member of the faculty of 
law, McGill University, who ar- 
rived in Edmonton Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

PROF. HUMPHREY is making a 
tour of Western Canada under the 
auspices of the Institute of Inter- 
national Affarrs, and addressed the 
Edmonton branch at a dinner meet- 
ing at the Edmonton club Tuesday 
evening, He spoke on the United 
Nations Charter. 

There was little that was radically 
new in the set-up of the United 
Nations organization, Prof. Hum- 
phery stated. It was another attempt 
to organize the world’s states into 
a co-operative whole for the pre- 
servation of peace and good will 
under a code provided through in- 
ternational law. 


HE SAID that international law 
governs a state only, and only by 
exception does it reach the indivi- 
dual. This indifference of interna- 
tional law to individuals is one of 
the main reasons for its ineffec- 
tiveness, 

A great many people do not think 
that the United Nations pattern of 
organization is adequate to the 
needs of the atomic age, Prof. 
Humphery stated, 

He said they considered it neces- 
sary to have a superimposed orga- 


nization in direct relationship to 
individuals. 
BECAUSE INTERNATIONAL 


|law governs states and not indivi- 
duals the sanctions of international 
law cannot be imposed on indiv- 
duals as such, but when a state 
official fails to act, or acts wrongly 
he engages the collective respon- 
sibilities of the state. ; 

He said that collective sanctions 
against the state were unfair be- 
cause many innocent people suffer 
while the culprit gets off free, 

THEY ARE DANGEROUS be- 
cause the state against whom they 
are imposed is not likely to accept 
them, and war follows. He suggested 
that was the reason why the secur- 
ity council of the United Nations 


organization had precluded sane- 
tions against any of the great 
powers. 

He said that only if the prin- 


substituted for collective respon- 
sibility can the problem of inter- 
national sanctions be solved. 

ASKED CONCERNING the pros- 
pect of submitting the individual 
| direct 
|national law Prof. Humphrey said 
that chief opposition is the vested 
interest of states, and their narrow 
| nationalism, 
| However, notwithstanding the fact 
that individuals are not respon- 
sible the present trials of Nazi 
|}war criminals indicates that they 
are being held personally respon- 
sible for their acts, 

IT IS POSSIBLE to look upon 
these trials as something more than 
offences against international law, 
and it may be that the individual 
'ean no longer hide behind the col- 
lective responsibility of the state. 
| If that can be established through 
| these trials they will be more im- 
| portant in the development of inter- 
national organization than the adop- 
tion of the United Nations Organ- 
| ization itself.
